4 FINANCE ACCOUNTS, GOVT. OP HYDERABAD. 

A-GENERAL FINANCE ACCOUNTS. 

I. Eepobt. 

Introductory. 

1. Main Dirisiom of Accomiis - There are four main 
lU.'isicms of Government Accounts: — 

1. Revenue 2. Capital 

Ji. Debt 4. Remittance 

The Ui-st division deals ?vith receipts from taxation 
other sources of res'cnue and the expenditure therefrom the 
not result of which represents the i-evenue Surplus or deficit 
for the year. The second division deals with expenditure met 
usually from borrowed funds with tlie object either of inorea- 
si’ig f'onen ie asser« of .a material character or of reducing 
future recurring liabilities, such as those for future pensions 
by payment of the capitalised value. It also includes receipts 
of a capital nature which can be properly applied as a set 
off to capital expenditure. The third division comprises 
receipts and payments in respect of which Government 
incurs a liability to repay the money received or has a claim 
to recover the amounts paid, togetherwith repayments of the 
former and recoveries of the latter. The fourth and last 
division embraces all merely adjusting heads: e.g Cash 
Remittance from one Treasmw to another, transfers b8t\ve3n 
different Accounting Circles such as between Civil Treasuries 
and Customs, P.W. and Postal Departments, and between 
Sarf-i-Khaa Mubarakh and Civil Treasuries. 

The tvaasactions included in these accountarepresent 
mainly the actual receipts and disbursements during the 
financial year (Azur to Aban) as distinguished from amount 
due to or by Government during the same period. The Cash 
basis system is, however, not entirely, suitable for recording 
the transactions and presenting the true state of affairs of 
Government Commercial undertakings run on Commercial 
Principles, 

The detailed accounts of this class of undertakings are, 
therefore, maintained outside the regular accounts in proper 
commercial form and these accounts are subjected to a 
suitable audit check. 

2. Seefiom and Beads of Aoeounts. — ^Within, each of 
the four divisions mentioned above;, the transactions are 
grouped into major heads of accounts. The sections are 
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distinguished by letters and the alphabets, a single letter 
denoting the revenue po>'tion and a double letter denoting 
the capital portion of a particular categorv of transactions. 
The Major Heads in the Eevenue and Capital Divisions are 
numbered serially, Eoman numeraLs being em[iloyed on the 
receipts side and Arabic on the Sisbursements side. No 
numbering is adopted for debt and remittance heads, 
though these are also arranged in sections. The Major 
Heads are sub-divided into minor heads and the minor heads 
into sub heads and detailed heads. 

3. Balances and Eeserres.— The Accounts work from 
balance to balance, these balances working upfco the general 
cash balance, a portion of which is kept in the Treasuries 
while the rest is deposited with the State Bauk and the 
Bank of England. Apart from these cash balances are the 
cash balances investment account and other special reserves 
invested outside the general cash balance of Government. 
Most of these reserves are invested in the Securities of the 
Government of India and shares of reliable limited com- 
panies etc,

Thus the actual transactions of the year resulted in a 
net revenue deficit of {I373’3l) being the highest in the 
financial history of Hyderabad. The deficit was covered by 
having recourse to the Post War Development Reserve. 

The fall in j-evenue receipts was mainly due to local 
political and economic disturbances and subversive com- 
munist activities. Whereas excess expenditure was due to 
the revised scales of pay and allowances of gazetted and 
non-gazetted Government Servants coupled with the formid 
able military and police expenditure and heavy disbursement 
undes “P<ilitical Charges” and Rehabilitation of Refugees. 

Government had a good cash balance in the Ttreasuries 
and the State Bank at the end of the year under review. 
Besides this during the course of the year Governmeiit took 
Ways and Means Advances to the extent of (1005*4) and 
issued Tre^ury bills to the tune of (75*00). Both these 
temporary borrowings wei-e fully p-aid off before the close of 
the year.

(ju famine insurance, foi industrial development etc. 

The nature of transactions under each reserve will l» 
elucidated in the succeeding paragraphs. 

The balances o! these reserves are not allowed to lie 
idle in treasure chests but the surplus as above normal 
requirements are invested in profitable securities, e. g. The 
securities of neighbouring Governments and the shares of 
Hmiled eompaniea. These investments ai^ regulated and 
conkolM by Government in the Finance Department, 

To incorporate these investments a separate investment 
aoeownt is maintained under each Reserve. 

The ihvestiiiients made are first of all book^ under 
“L. Investment” and later on they are ear-marked under 
various reserves according to the sources frotn or the objects 
for wMcn *h^ are constituted. Investments relating to the
